DESCRIPTION of the BULL-BAITINGS in SPAIN. 
T HIE fpot pitched upon for thefe exhibitions 1s a perfect 

fquare, furrounded with four or five tiers of feats with 
balconies. ‘Thofe that are fet apart forthe Court, and where- 
in, befides the King and Roya! Family, are placed. the great 
officers of State, the faperior Magiitrates' and the Members of 
the two Academies, are exceedingly magnificent ; the other 
feats are occupied indifcriminately by perfons of all ranks of 
both fexes ; the ring marked out for the bull-fight is covered 
with fand, ad made perfeétly level all over, where every one 
may walk that chufes it, till, upon a fignal given, the comba- 
tants enter the lifts :-they are thinly habited ; a thort filk waift- 
coat, a fafh, and the lower garment of the fame, being their 
only covering. The gentry are permitted to try their fkill ; 
but they are mounted on horfes moit fuperbly caparifoned, and 
followed by a number of fervants on foot, whofe bufinefs it is 
to affilt their mafters, in cafe the horfe thould fall, or be wound- 
ed by the bull ; their only weapon is a thort lance, which it is 
their bufinefs, as it intércits their honour, to bury in the throat 
er heart of the bull. 

"The animals chofen for that purpofe are the moft favage of 
the kind, being bred in the forefts, where they have hardly any 
opportunity of feeing a human creature ; they are brought in 
the night time, left they fhould grow too familiar with the 
fight of men. On their arrival, they are fhut up till the time 
of the fight, being in the interim, and till that very moment, 
teized and fretted, iv order to make them more fierce. Ona 
fignal given by the King, which is followed by a flourith of 

es and drums, the keeper lets one loofe, when he bounces 
into the ring, frothing at the mouth, and thowing every mark 
of natural and provoked ferocity ; the horfemen wait for him, 
not exactly in front, but fideways of the line in which the ball 
firlt begins to ran, and from which he never deviates. The 
hprfeman then taking his time, generally gives the animal a 
deadly blow ; nay fometimes he will, as it were, play with his 
furious antagonift, and {portingly delay the inftant of his death 5 
it nqw aad then happens, however, that the horfeman is not at 
a diftance from the line, and fuch a miftake is always 
fatal; for bulls have been known to overthrow both the horfe 
and the rider, wound, nay, and fometimes kill both on the 


Thofe who fight on foot are armed only with a {mall ftick, 
about half a yard in length, with an iron crook at ‘the end; 
this they endéavour to fix ybout the bull’s head, which ferves 
ro. increafe his fury; the animal turns upon the affailant, who 
endeavours, to plunge his itilletts or dagger into his head 
or heart ; fome pf thefe men are found fo rath and fool-hardy, 
as to wait in the'middle of the ring for the bull’s rufhing upon 
them. Swift as lightning the animal hurries on, and at the 
inftant that he ftoops his head, rhe man places his left foot be- 
tween the bull’s horns, plunges into the eye; or other part, 
the crooked iron, and nimbly jumps on the othet fide of the 

Other champions are feen provoking the molt. furious bulls 
with nothing elfe in their hands than a {mall filk cloak, which 
they difplay nearly in all its breadths, holding their body fide- 
ways ; they oppofe this flentler fhield to the atzacks of the bull;
